Y Letters from Ol. che Lord Proteftor, ſeveral 

Doors, and other Preachers, godly men,and 
t ſome Merchants and Lawyersconvened with 
him, and others of the Councel, [ The fourth of 
= 89 Decemb. laſt 1655. and ſo 01 2. or 3. dayes weeks 
ly, to the 18] to conſider of Propoſals in behalf of the JEwes,by 
Rabbi Manaſſes Ben Iſrael, an Agent come to London in behalf 
of many of them, to lrve and Trade here,and deſiring to have free 
uſe of their Synagogues, &c. 

The things being (ſpoken unto Prs ,and Contr , at ſeveral 
meetings, ſome more private , aid ſome mor- publick at 
White-Hall, and elſe where; ; 

The me#t did fear,that if they ſhould come, many would be 
{educed and cheated by them, and little good would be un- 
tothem. Hencedivers of the Preachers judged, that though 
never ſuch cautions to prevent thoſe evils were preſcribed, 
yet they wonld not be obſerved; and therefore they could 
not conſent $o their coming. 

2. The Major part judged that there might be ſuch pledges 
or ſuretics,@c, to keep due cautions | viz. againſt their Blaſ- 
pheming Chriſt, and Chriſtian Religion, and \aganit+ ſeducing, 
and cheating &c.) as they may be obſerved; and then they 
may come.

aly. Becauſe their Brethren we are;of the ſame Father Abra- 
ham;they naturally after the fleſh, we believers after che Spirit. 

3ly. Becauſe we believe thoſe natural branches ſhal return; 
and it ſhal be great riches and glory to the Gentiles, eſpeci- 
ally ro ſuch where they are,andwhodeal kindly with them, 
Rom. 11, 12, 18, 25,26.and we hope the time is necr, 

q Becauſe many Jews are now in very great ſtreighs in 
many places; multitudes in Polonia, Lituania, and Pruffia, by 
the late wars by the Swediſh,Coſſac bc.and others,being driven 
away from thence: Hznce their yearly Alms to the poor 
Jewes(of the Germane Synagogu2z ) at Feruſalem hath cea- 
ſed; and of 500 Widows, and poor Jewsthere, about four 
hundred have been famiſhed, as a Letter from Feruſalem ro 
their friends rates. 

Alſo the Jews inFrance,SpaingPortugal,%in theIndiesunder 
the Spaniſh &c. it they are profeſſed Jews,mult wear a badge 
of itz & are expoſed to many violencies,mocks, & cruz1ties; 
which toavoid,many difſemble themfelves tor be Koman-Ca- 
tholicks; and then if in any thing they appear Fewiſh, they 
forfeit goods, if not life alſo. Now ſome of theſe entreatcd 
Rabbi Manaſſes to be their Agent, toentreat this favour for 


their coming to Exg/and,to live and Trade hero.

As it was very diſpl:aſingto the Lord, when forthcir lin hs 
calt them out of Canaan, that others added to , or heaped 0 
their offliftion, Zach. 1.15, 16. h 

And that Edom looked on; and wat 4s one of their enemies,O>ad, 
v- 12, 1.4. and did not bide,and entertain his oncaſts,as he char. 
ged Moab to do,Tſa: 16.3,4: Now England bath as much cauſe as 
any Nation(it not more) te favour aud releive the Fews in th i; 
their ſuit; conſidering, 

t- The Jews that dwelt in England under Rich.r , and King 
Fobn. Hen: 3. and Edward 8. ſuffered very great injuries, an 
cruelties, and murders, by Kings, by the Barons, by Loxds- 
ers , Torkers, people of Norwch, Stamford, &c. as our own 
Chronicles ſhew,eſpecially Stows Survey of Loudon, Anna!s. 

And ifafter $auls death the Lord plagued Iſrae! year after 
year;til ſome ſatisfa&tion was givento the {urviving Gibezn- 
2tes, for Sauls {laying many Gibeonites inhis zeal tor God; 
it's feared, it may offend the Lord, it we yeeld not ro the Jews 
this courtefie which they defirez and it may be accounted 
{ome kinde of fatisfaftion trothem. 

2 In #2 Natioz hath there been more faithful, frequent, and 
fervent prayers for the Fews, then in England, 

3 None are more likgly to convince them by ſcripture , and by 
holy lite;then many in England: And Gentiles (being call:d4 
a fooliſh Nation.) muſt provoke _ to jealowie, or emula- 
uo oY happy is Eng/and,if it be inftrumental in ſo bleſſed 
a work. 

The perſon that ſpake to that effe&,had written thus. 
Many of the Fews in Feruſalem being now very cruelly 
dealt withal, and perſecuted by the Turks, ( as their Letters 
thence defiring relef from other Jews in Germany , and Hol- 
land,e5c:ſent thither by the hand of R. Nathan Stephira their 
Meſſenger do maniteſt: JOther Jews in ſeveral Nations perſe- 
cuted by Papilts, unleſs they wil turn Papitts: many oftheſe 
deſiring by their Letters to R. Manaſſes Ben Iſrael ( as he ſaid 
be had ſhewed to the Lord Protedior ) that he would intreat fa-

2 In our Nation the good p2ople gencrally have more 
. beleeved the promiſes touching the calling ofthe Jews, 
| andthe great riches and glory that ſhall follow to Jews, 
and us Gentiles;and have (and do (til) more often, and 
carneſtly pray for it,then any other Nation that we have 
heard of. 

3 Many of the good pople here , being perſecuted in 
Queen Maries dayes ,{ and under the Prelates {ince, have 
been kindly harboured as ſtrangers in other Lands; and 
therefore ſhould the more pity and ha rbour perſecuted 
ſtcangers,eſpecially the perſecuted Jews, Exod. 23. 8. 

4 Many cruel and inhumane injurics have formerly been 
done in our Nation againſt the Jews, (that intruded not 
into England, but had been called, and invited to come 
! and dwel here: )) crueltics by ſeveral Kings, by Lords;and 
| by occaſion of the Merchants urging their baniſhment, 

multitudes of them were drowned in Thames, or in the

Cruelties by Londoners,efſpecially at Rich. 1. his Coronati- 

on; and foon atter byTorkers,by people of Norwich, Stamford , 
| &c. as Stows Survey of London, and his Annales,and Holling ſ- 
head,and other Engliſh Chronicles fully ſhew. 
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For ſuch grof{: injurie:,the Lord may be very ſore difþ/e4+ 
ſed with England,as ſometimes he was with Iſrael in general 
for the injuries that bad formerly been don2 by Say! their 
Kingzin his zeal againlt the Gibeonites, until uch ſatisfaGti- 
on was made ; :s che. ſurviving Gibeonites defired of David; 
2 Sant. 21. 8, 2. And then, (and not til then) the Lord wa 
entreated for the Land, ver. 14. 

Now it the favour of barbouring the afflifted Jews, which 
now they intreat, be granted to the ſurviving Jews, it may 
be accounted as ſome kinde of ſatifattion . Eut if this bz 
denyed them, it's feared the Lord may ſhew his diſpleaſure 
to be great againſt Exg/and, That ty this denyal may alfo oc- 
calion the more hard{hipunto them, by others that ſhal hear 
thereof. 

Another of the Preachers ſaid to this effe&. Though the 
Jews are now in hardneſs ofheart, and worthy of punith- 
ments; yet we had need beware leſt we be occafionsof har- 
dening them,or inſtruments of puniſhing them. Jr's very re- 
markable what worthy Bezz faith,in his Notes on Ro.1 1.18. 
on thoſe words, Glory not azain't the Branches : he ſaith thus: 
To gl:ry in the Lord, (that is, for Gods benefits to rejoyce,) we 
ought £5 but not ſothat we deſpiſe the Frws , whom rather we 

ſand excite to t bat excellent emulation : un for the neglett of 
tis duty, without doubt, they are and ſhall be puniſhed that at 
this day call themſelves Chriftians,and moved only by wickgdneff, 
and perverſeneſs of mind,da by all means vex ; and propoſing ex* 
amples of ſo moit filthy Idolomanie, do wore and more harden 
them. But as for me, wiling! y every day I pray jo the Fews, thus 
» O Lord Jeſas;thou indeed jultly revengeſt the contempr of 
, thy ſelf,& worthip,upon this ingrateful people, whom thu 
,puniſheſt moſt ſeverely.But O Lord,remember thyCovenant, 
, and reſp:&them now in miſery for thy names-ſake. And 
» grarit this tous, (the moſt unworthy of all 'm2n , tro whom 
» yet thou haſt vouchfafed thy merc) that we going on in 
, thy grace , may not be inftruments of thine anger againſt 
» them : butrather, both by the knowledg of thy word, and 
» by theexamples of boly life, by the powerful vertue of thy 
z boly Spirit, we may recal them into the right way, that by 
z all Nations, and peoples, thou maiſt once be glorified for 
, evermore. Amen. A This

This is Bez«s prayer, that he expreſſeth in his Notes ; its 
a remarkable Digreſſion,that he would not have this left our, 
There is not the like in all his Notes, ſhewing his great affe- 
&ion forthe Jews converſion. 

Some others, though deſiring heartily the Jews converſi= 
on, yet feared greatly,it would prove the ſubverſion of many 
here, if Jews were ſuffered to return hither, becauſ2 ſo many 
here are ſoon carried aſide to new Opinions. 

Some anſwered, That now perſons arecarried away under 
notion of further light , or of new diſcoveries of Chriſt, or 
the Goſpel : But are not like to be taken with the Jewiſh 
Religion, that deny Chrilt, and deny the Goſpel; and have 
nothing in their ſolemn Worthip that is io taking, but rather 
much that is very ridiculous. Therefore they are not (o like 
to ſeduce others. 


Tothis it was replyed, That the offering children to Moloch, || 
aud other Idolatry, might ſeem not to be takyng : Tet how it tcok - | 
with the Jews. And the opinions of the Quakers, and of the 


Ranters,are not ſo taking to ſome , yet many are carried away 
by them, 


Qne humbly propoſed thisas aMedium;that ſeeing if theJews | 


coming hither be denied, we ſeem to deal more hardly with 
Jews, then with Turks, whoſe coming hither to trade and

converſe, we deny not; And ifthey do come upon tearms, . 


aud agreements, theremiay be inconveniences,and offending 
of many: That becauſe the Lawyers ſay,there is 0 Law ag inſt 
their coming, there may only be a connivance and permillion 
of chemzand if- afterwards there be inconvenience,theremay 
be procceds againſt them, and no juſt cauſe of exceptions, 

Some queſtioned whether the Jews converſion ſhall be of the 
Nation; or but here and:there one, as of French, &c. or not until 
Chrift appear unto them; as in Converting Paul. Anil though we 
ſhould ſhew mercy to Fews, yet b-gin at home,and not ſo infet} our 
ſelves,or wrong our Merchants: The Merchants ſaid; ſuch an 
inlet would be to enrich Forreigners , and impoveriſh Engliſh 
Merchants, | Merchants-eſpecially had cauſed the ' Jews dea 


parture from England, whereby ſome thouſands of Jews pe | 


rithed in Thames by the cruchty of a ſhip-maſter that was to | 
- tranſport them; partly otherwiſe. Seme 
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Some judged , feingeke F ws deal chiefly in way of 
Merchandgiz2,and not in Huſbandry, nor buying houſes,nor 
in Manufa&ures ; that the Jews coming and fo trading 
might tend to the bringing lower the prizes of all ſorts of 
commodities imported 3 and to the furtheranze of all that 
have commodities vendibleto be exported; and to the bene. 
fit of moſt of our Manufafares{where they ſhal live )by their 
buying of them. And thus, though the Merchants gains were 
ſomewhat abated, it might tend to the benefit of very many 
in our Nation, even in outward things, beſides the hopes of 
their converſion ; which time (it's hoped) is now at hand, 
even at the door. [ This laſt was ſpoken of at a more private 
meeting. ] Oneot the Lawyers rehearſed from Pecords the 
Hiſtory of the Fews in England, and many of their ſufferings here 
the time of Conſtantine the Great,and of ſome Kings before the 
Congueit,and then of William the Compuerors calling them toEng- 
land,and their ſufferings, and other proceeds fince that time,until 
Edward the Firjts Rergn,when many thouſands of them were ur« 
ed to leave EnglanA,and a great part of them were drowned in 
hames, or in the deep waters. And now that they are goneghey 
wiſhed not their return hither again. Alſo the Lewyers laid; 
That there is no Law that forbids the Jews return into England: 
All having been heard, the L4. Protefor on the 18 of De- 
cemb, and betore, profeſſed, that he had wo engagement to Jews, 
but only what the Scripture holds forth;and that 
He had hoped by-theſe Preachers to have bad ſome clearing the 
caſe, as to conſcience. But ſeeing theſe agreed net, but were of two 
or three 0 pinions , it was left the more doubt full to him and the 
Councel. And he hoped to do nothing herein haſtily oy raſhly, and 
had much n:ed of all their prayers , that the Lord would dire? 
them,ſo as may be 10 his glory,and to the gro {ofthe Natizn 
And thus was the diſmiſſion of that Aﬀembly.

Weſpake to one that could ſpeak a little Engliſh, a very 
grave proper man; and asked him the meaning'of ſuch and 
ſuch things. And we, as we durft, fpake of the'Meſſias, and 
his atings. | ' 
But he f:id, The Meſs was n#t come; moreover ,, That the 
fews are naughty men now , but they ſhal be good, © We' asked, 
when ? they anſwered, It is abowt ten years firit. , , 

They long to hear that Eng/and would tolcrate them;ſure» 
ly the promiſes of Jehovah wil be pertormed,and he wil give 
them favour in all Nations. O that Ex6LaxD may not be 
{lack herein. Shall they be Tolerated by the Pops, and by the 
Duke of FLorexct;by the Turxs,and by the BakBaRi ans, 
andothers; and ſhal Exglexd (til have laws in force ageinſt 
them? when ſhal they be recalled ?
